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INTRODUCTION 


I.  Background  of  Sterilization  Legislation  in  North  Carolina 

In  1919  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  enacted  a 
law^  which  was  undoubtedly  intended  to  serve  as  a  sterilization 
law  although  the  word  sterilization  does  not  appear  in  the  text 
of  the  act.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  no  sterilizations  were 
performed  under  this  statute. 

In  1929  a  sterilization  act  was  passed.-  Under  this  law  49 
persons  were  sterilized.  In  February  1933  the  North  Carolina 
Supreme  Court  held  that  the  statute  was  unconstitutional  be- 
cause there  was  no  provision  for  notice  of  hearing  or  right  of 
appeal. 

North  Carolina's  next  sterilization  law  was  passed  in  1933.^ 
This  act  provides  for  notice  of  hearing,  ample  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  and  opportunity  for  appeal  to  the  courts.  It  is  believed, 
therefore,  to  be  constitutional  and  also  to  fulfill  the  requirements 
of  a  good  eugenical  sterilization  law.  Supplemental  legislation 
has  been  passed  by  subsequent  legislatures  increasing  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  1933  legislation. 

II.  Purposes  of  Eugeyiicdl  SteHlization 

The  North  Carolina  law  provides  specifically  for  sterilization 
of  three  types  of  cases  upon  authorization  of  the  Eugenics  Board : 
(1)  the  feebleminded,  (2)  the  epileptic,  and  (3)  the  mentally  ill. 
These  persons  should  be  sterilized  when  it  is  believed  that : 

(1)  An  operation  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  person 
concerned ; 

(2)  An  operation  would  be  for  the  public  good;  or  when 

(3)  A  child  or  children  might  be  born  who  would  have  a 
tendency  to  serious  mental  or  nervous  disease  or  deficiency. 

III.  Proceedings  Before  Eugenics  Board 

According  to  the  state  law,  the  heads  of  state  institutions  and 
county  superintendents  of  public  welfare  shall  institute  steriliza- 
tion proceedings  by  filing  petitions  with  the  Eugenics  Board.

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The  petitions   contain   pertinent  social,   physical,   psjxhological 
and  psychiatric  information. 

The  persons  concerned  and  their  next  of  kin  may  file  written 
consents  for  the  operation,  appear  for  a  hearing  before  the 
Eugenics  Board,  or  submit  written  testimony.  The  Board  may 
take  any  of  the  types  of  action  listed  below : 

(1)  Order  the  operation  in  accordance  with  the  petition; 

(2)  Postpone  action  pending  receipt  of  additional  informa- 
tion; 

(3)  Find  that  the  petition  does  not  come  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board ;  or 

(4)  Deny  the  petition. 

DEVELOPMENTS  DURING  BIENNIUM 

During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  exceptionally  fine 
cooperation  among  persons  legally  responsible  for  filing  petitions, 
the  Eugenics  Board,  surgeons  performing  the  operations,  and 
the  hospitals  where  the  patients  have  gone.  Doctors  throughout 
the  state  have  been  most  helpful  in  discussing  and  interpreting 
the  program  to  their  patients  and  making  referrals  to  the  county 
departments  of  public  welfare. 

In  addition  to  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  fourth  Wed- 
nesday of  each  month,  the  Eugenics  Board  has  held  twelve  special 
meetings  during  this  biennium.  This  has  been  done  in  order  to 
handle  emergency  cases  in  which  a  delay  would  have  involved 
a  hardship  on  the  persons  concerned.  These  cases  included 
persons  needing  other  types  of  surgery  who  could  have  the 
sterilization  operation  performed  at  the  same  time,  if  proper 
authorization  could  be  secured.  At  times  pregnant  women  need- 
ing and  desiring  sterilization  were  not  known  to  the  persons 
responsible  for  filing  petitions  until  the  women  entered  the 
hospital.  If  immediate  authorization  could  be  secured,  the  cost 
of  an  extra  period  of  hospitalization  could  be  saved.  Members 
of  the  Eugenics  Board  have  attended  regular  and  special  meet- 
ings in  person,  or  through  professional  members  of  their  staffs, 
duly  authorized  to  represent  them,  as  provided  by  law. 

Visits  have  been  made  by  the  Executive  Secretary  to  many  of 
the  state  institutions  and  county  departments  of  public  welfare. 
Group  discussions  have  also  been  utilized  as  a  means  of  inter- 
preting the  program  and  clarifying  questions  relating  to  its 
operation.     Although  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  was 
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vacant  for  seven  months,  the  routine  work  of  the  office  was 
handled  by  the  office  secretary  under  the  close  supervision  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Eugenics  Board. 

During  the  preceding  biennium  three  cases  in  which  steriliza- 
tion was  authorized  as  a  result  of  hearings  were  appealed  to  the 
Superior  Courts.  During  this  biennium  the  proceedings  were 
withdrawn  in  two  cases.  The  court  had  formerly  upheld  the 
decision  of  the  Eugenics  Board  in  the  third  case  and  no  appeal 
from  the  judgment  was  taken  to  the  state  supreme  court. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  county  departments  of  public  wel- 
fare and  the  Division  of  Psychiatric  and  Psychological  Services 
of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  a  study  has  been  under- 
taken to  determ.ine  the  abilities  and  needs  of  children  born  to 
persons  prior  to  their  sterilization.  County  departments  of 
public  welfare  were  requested  to  have  psychological  examina- 
tions made  for  all  children  born  to  persons  falling  within  the 
selected  sample.  Cases  chosen  for  the  study  were  persons  steril- 
ized during  1943,  1944  or  1945  if  they  had  one  or  more  children 
who  during  1949  were  12  years  of  age  or  over. 

It  was  found  that  35  families  with  116  children  fell  within 
the  sample  group.  These  families  resided  in  26  counties.  Men- 
tal examinations  have  been  given  to  51  of  the  children.  Exami- 
nations are  pending  for  28.  Examinations  cannot  be  given  to 
the  remaining  37  children  for  various  reasons  including  inability 
to  locate,  moved  out  of  state,  deceased,  and  families  refuse  exam- 
inations. The  study  is  not  yet  sufficiently  complete  to  draw  con- 
clusions. The  intelligence  quotients  for  the  51  children  exam- 
ined range  from  below  30  to  93  with  26  being  70  to  93.  Nine  of 
the  children  found  to  be  feebleminded  have  reached  the  age  of 
maturity.  County  departments  of  public  welfare  have  been 
asked  to  consider  with  the  parents  or  next  of  kin  the  advisability 
of  sterilization  of  these  children.  Eleven  other  children  who 
have  been  found  to  be  feebleminded  will  be  given  similar  con- 
sideration when  they  reach  the  appropriate  age.  Recommenda- 
tions have  been  given  to  county  departments  of  public  welfare 
for  various  types  of  services  needed  by  some  of  these  children 
including:  speech  training;  placement  in  a  children's  institution, 
boarding  home,  or  state  institution  for  mentally  retarded ;  special 
encouragement  and  understanding  at  home  with  improvement 
of  home  environment ;  special  provision  for  them  in  school  with 
discontinuance  of  school  for  some  mentally  incapable  of  bene- 
fiting by  attendance.  As  soon  as  the  study  is  completed  a  special 
report  will  be  prepared  on  the  findings. 
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STATISTICAL  INTERPRETATION 

As  shown  in  Table  2  the  provisions  of  the  eugenical  steriliza- 
tion law  have  been  used  more  extensively  during  this  biennium 
than  at  any  other  time.  A  better  understanding  of  the  law  on 
the  part  of  persons  responsible  for  its  administration,  as  well 
as  of  the  general  public,  has  resulted  in  468  operations  being 
performed  in  comparison  to  291  during  the  previous  biennium 
and  339  the  highest  number  for  any  other  biennium,  July  1940- 
June  1942. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  state  institutions 
utilizing  the  program.  This  is  the  first  period  during  which 
operations  have  been  performed  for  an  inmate  of  the  following 
five  state  institutions:  State  Hospital  at  Butner  (established  in 
1947),  State  Prison,  State  Training  School  for  Negro  Girls, 
Stonewall  Jackson  Manual  Training  and  Industrial  School,  and 
Woman's  Prison.  During  the  vacation  period  an  operation  was 
also  performed  for  a  student  at  the  State  School  for  Blind. 
Although  done  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  school, 
this  was  handled  as  a  non-institutional  case,  the  petition  being 
filed  while  the  girl  was  at  home.  According  to  Table  8,  petitions 
have,  since  1929,  been  filed  with  the  Eugenics  Board  for  inmates 
of  thirteen  state  institutions.  This  partially  accounts  for  the 
increase  in  sterilization  operations  for  inmates  of  state  institu- 
tions from  133  during  the  last  biennium  to  225  during  this  bien- 
nium. Increased  surgical  facilities  at  other  institutions  have 
also  permitted  more  inmates  of  these  institutions  to  receive  the 
protection  afforded  by  this  program. 

There  were  237  operations  performed  for  non-institutional 
persons  in  comparison  to  151  during  the  previous  biennium. 
There  are,  however,  29  counties  which,  during  this  biennium, 
had  no  authorized  petitions  for  non-institutional  persons  and  31 
counties  which  had  no  operations  performed  for  these  persons. 

County  departments  of  public  welfare  are  required  by  law 
to  provide  for  the  cost  of  operations  performed  for  non-institu- 
tional persons.  Several  state  institutions  do  not  have  facilities 
for  performing  these  operations  and  their  budgets  do  not  provide 
funds  for  meeting  the  costs  in  local  hospitals.    As  shown  in  Table 

11  the  petitions  for  26  inmates  of  these  institutions  were  filed 
by  county  superintendents  of  public  welfare  with  the  cost  of  the 
operations  being  met  from  county  funds. 

The  small  number  of  operations  performed  on  county  institu- 
tional inmates,  6  during  the  past  biennium  and  84  since  July 
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1929,  is  encouraging.  County  institutions  are  not  equipped  to 
care  for  feebleminded,  mentally  ill,  or  epileptic  persons  of  child 
bearing  age.  Most  of  these  persons  are  receiving  care  in  state 
institutions,  boarding  and  nursing  homes,  or  in  their  own  homes. 

There  continues  to  be  a  much  smaller  number  of  operations 
performed  for  men  than  for  women,  70  for  the  former  and  398 
for  the  latter.  A  vasectomy  for  a  man  is  a  simpler  and  less  costly 
operation  than  a  salpingectomy  for  a  woman.  This  type  of  pro- 
tection is,  however,  frequently  sought  by  women.  Petitions 
sometimes  show  that,  although  eligible  for  the  operation,  men 
are  unwilling  to  have  it,  but  file  written  request  for  the  operation 
to  be  performed  upon  their  wives.  Men  need  much  interpreta- 
tion to  assure  them  that  the  operation  is  simple  and  that  its  only 
effect  is  the  prevention  of  parenthood. 

Asexualization  is  a  more  drastic  operation  than  sterilzation 
and  does  result  in  changes  other  than  the  prevention  of  re- 
production. For  this  reason  the  Eugenics  Board  authorizes 
castration  or  an  ovariectomy  only  in  very  unusual  circumstances. 
No  such  operations  were  authorized  during  this  biennium  and 
only  60  castrations  and  17  ovariectomies  have  been  performed 
since  the  passage  of  the  state  legislation  in  1929. 

From  July  1948  through  June  1950  sterilization  operations 
performed  fall  within  the  following  racial  clasifications :  white 
366,  Negro  100,  and  Indian  2.  Approximately  one-third  of  the 
population  of  the  state  is  Negro.  Several  factors,  however,  enter 
into  the  disproportionate  number  of  operations  by  race.  The 
state  hospital  caring  for  Negro  feebleminded,  epileptic  and  men- 
tally ill,  has  not  had  sufficient  surgical  services  to  perform  these 
operations.  As  shown  in  Tables  8  and  8A  there  has  been  less 
utilization  of  this  program  by  other  state  institutions  for  Negroes 
than  by  similar  institutions  for  white  persons. 

A  slightly  larger  percentage  of  operations  this  biennium  was 
performed  upon  the  older  age  group  than  in  previous  years.  The 
following  data  show  the  percentage  of  cases  falling  within  the 
various  age  groups  during  this  biennium,  the  previous  biennium, 
and  since  July  1929,  when  the  program  started.

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Operations  upon  single  persons  continue  to  be  considerably  in 
excess  of  those  performed  upon  married  persons  or  those  who 
are  widowed,  divorced,  or  separated.  This  is  partially  due  to 
the  number  of  inmates  of  state  institutions  who  have  been  steril- 
ized. Inmates  of  the  institutions  for  the  feebleminded  and  de- 
linquent seldom  fall  within  any  marital  status  other  than  single. 
Parents  also  seek  sterilization  as  a  means  of  protection  for 
mentally  deficient  children  who  may  be  uninhibited  in  their 
actions.  There  has,  however,  been  a  considerable  increase  dur- 
ing the  past  biennium  in  married  persons  sterilized.  These 
persons  have  recognized  their  inability  to  support  adequately 
and  train  children  or  have  sought  future  protection  for  women 
who  have  suffered  from  post  partum  psychosis.  During  the  past 
biennium  59.9%  of  the  operations  performed  were  upon  single 
persons  in  comparison  to  69.4%  during  the  preceding  biennium 
and  74.1%  since  the  beginning  of  the  program.  Operations  upon 
married  persons  during  the  same  three  periods  were  31.1%,  24% 
and  20.8%  of  the  total. 

Of  the  468  operations  performed  during  this  biennium,  32 
were  authorized  during  the  preceding  biennium  but  could  not, 
for  various  reasons,  be  performed  prior  to  July  1,  1948.  Thus 
436  operations  were  performed  during  this  biennium  out  of  the 
543  authorized.  A  study  made  of  the  107  cases  in  which  opera- 
tions have  not  been  performed  indicates  that  many  of  them  will 
be  performed  within  the  near  future.  The  following  factors 
entered  into  the  non-performance  of  these  operations  during 
this  biennium: 

1.  Lack  of  time,  authorized  during  latter  part  of  reporting 
period  58 

2.  Individual   or  next-of-kin  changed  mind   and   refused 

the  operation 15 

3.  Left  state  institution  without  operation 7 

4.  Awaiting  normal  termination  of  pregnancy 4 

5.  Entered  hospital  for  operation  but  was  discharged  with- 
out having  it  performed 4 

6.  Physical  or  mental  condition  prevented  surgery 3 

7.  Deceased 3 

8.  Awaiting  return  of  family  surgeon 2 

9.  Felt  operation  unnecessary  due  to  death  or  sterilization 

of  spouse  2 

10.    Problems  connected  with  care  of  children  during  period 

of  hospitalization  2 
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11.  Illness  in  family  delayed  surgery 2 

12.  Moved  out  of  state -  1

Excluding  the  operations  which  have  not  yet  been  performed 
because  of  very  valid  reasons:  lack  of  time,  awaiting  termina- 
tion of  pregnanc\%  physical  or  mental  condition  prevented  sur- 
gery, deceased,  moved  out  of  state,  and  unable  to  locate,  this 
leaves  37  authorized  operations  or  6.8%  not  performed.  A  few 
of  these  will  doubtless  still  be  performed.  Through  skillful  case 
w^ork  services,  and  by  help  in  interpretation  from  physicians, 
relatives  and  others,  a  few  more  persons  will  doubtless  eventually 
seek  this  protection.  No  attempts  have  ever  been  made  to  force 
persons  to  have  the  operation  against  their  wishes. 

Of  the  543  operations  authorized  by  the  Board,  written  con- 
sents for  the  operations  were  filed  by  the  patients  and/or  the 
next  of  kin  in  522  cases.  In  most  of  the  remaining  21  cases,  hear- 
ings were  held  before  the  Eugenics  Board  in  order  to  clear  a  legal 
requirement.  For  example,  consent  of  the  husband  is  necessary 
before  the  operation  upon  a  wife  can  be  authorized  without  a 
hearing,  even  if  the  couple  is  separated.  When  separated,  the 
spouse  often  hesitates  to  sign  a  legal  document,  even  if  it  is 
desired  by  the  other  party.  The  Eugenics  Board  can  act  in  non- 
consent  cases  after  notices  of  hearing  have  been  served  by  the 
sheriff  and  ample  opportunity  has  been  provided  for  everyone 
concerned  to  appear  in  person  before  the  Board  or  submit  written 
testimony.  Operations  have  been  permormed  in  17  of  the  21 
hearing  cases.  The  other  4  may  never  be  performed.  The  pro- 
vision for  hearings  before  the  Eugenics  Board  has  thus  protected 
the  rights  of  individuals  and  has  enabled  81%  of  the  cases  so 
handled  to  secure  an  operation. 

From  Table  14  it  will  be  noted  that  199  of  the  persons  sterilized 
this  biennium  had  no  children.  Prior  to  the  sterilization  of  the 
remaining  269  persons,  they  had  given  birth  to  873  children.  It 
is  not  known  to  what  extent  mental  defects  and  psychotic  condi- 
tions are  inherited.  The  case  histories  of  these  people,  however, 
show  that  many  of  these  children  are  being  reared  in  very  un-

favorable  home  environments.  Many  have  been  placed  in  homes 
of  relatives,  boarding  homes,  or  institutions.  If  feebleminded, 
mentally  ill  or  epileptic  persons  are  to  receive  the  full  advan- 
tages of  the  protection  intended  by  the  law,  there  is  need  for 
early  consideration  w^ith  them  of  the  possibility  of  sterilization. 
Earlier  consideration  is  needed  in  many  cases  if  the  interest  of 
the  general  public  is  also  taken  into  consideration.
